Time to reopen train 
lines in the Vale? 

I HAVE been long interested in the possible 
re-instatement of the pre-1960s train line 
network in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

I have studied extensively the Sully to Penarth 
line; unfortunately, the critical Biglis Junction and 
Sully train station locations have been re-landseaped 


for redevelopment. However, large sections of the 
Barry to Cowbridge line are still accessible, other 
than the Cowbridge station section. 

It may seemingly be possible to open this stretch, 
this would deal with the house building creating con¬ 
gestion on the Vale road network, particularly with 
regard to the new building around Llantwit Major. 

Moreover, in the wisdom of the day, the line that 
is now operating and has been working fine for 
over a decade, the Bridgend to Barry section, could 
now see due to its increasing and extensive use the 
re-opening of Gileston station, and also the old halt 
near St Brides Major. 

With lack of foresight, hundreds of miles of line 
were cut across Cymru starting before the Dr Beech¬ 
ing closures of the 1960s. 

Can readers suggest a new Barry eastern trail line 
route that would deal with the increased problems 
between the town and Dinas Powys, and coastal 
through Sully and Penarth?

Works set to continue 
at Weycock Cross 


WHILE the new road 
along Five Mile Lane is now 
open, some traffic manage¬ 
ment will remain around 
Weycock Cross as Welsh 
Water continues to under¬ 
take essential work in the 
area.

Bowls clubs share ‘Place for

Allocated by Welsh Government, Place for Sport 
grants are designed to help clubs and organisations 
modernise, proteet or create new sports facilities. 

The bowls elubs are likely to invest in equipment 
to help them maintain their greens and changing areas 
after recently taking over responsibility for them from 
the council. 

Dave Knevett of Neighbourhood Services and 
Transport said: “This funding will make a significant 
impact in improving sports facilities in our communities 


and I am excited to see these projects take shape. This 
investment will also allow residents to enjoy the lifelong 
benefits of sport and physical activity.” 

The grant funding is benefiting 28 different sports, 
with the financial awards ranging from £295 up to 
£50,000. “The response to the application process was 
quite staggering really,” said Sport Wales’ director Brian 
Davies. “We were able to direct many people to our 
other grant schemes, but it was a real challenge making 
the final awards. 

“We’re delighted that so many clubs, across so many 
sports, are going to be strengthened because of the 
investments we’ve been able to make. Hopefully, given 
the response we had, we can make an excellent case 
for additional funding from Welsh Government in the 
future.”

Railway 
history for 
Men’s Forum 


AT Barry Men’s 
Forum, the speaker 
was Brian Mills 
who has spent many 
years research¬ 
ing the history of 
Britain’s railway 
signalling from its 
early days around 
1830 to the present 
day. 

The development over 
the 190 years has been 
enormous and has made 
the British rail network 
one of the safest to travel 
on. 

In the earliest days, 
trains were eontrolled by 
line side polieeman with 
flags, paraffin lamps and 
hand signals and were 
affectionately known as 
‘Bobbies’, a term still 
used by railway staff. 

There were many rail 
companies operating with 
their unique systems to 
control trains but over a 
period of time, signalling 
was unified nationally 
when the GWR, LNER, 
LMS and the Southern 
Region were created in 
the 1920s. 

Changes occurred and 
electric signals arrived 
but even as late as the 
1970s, paraffin lamps 
were used. 


The railways were in 
dire straits when the war 
ended and a slow mod¬ 
ernisation began. 

Part of this modern¬ 
isation resulted in the 
closing of many signal 
boxes which were very 
labour intensive. 

Competition from road 
transport was starting, 
the coal industry was 
in decline and modern¬ 
isation began in the late 
1950s. 

Signalling was done 
from what was known 
as Panel Boxes, although 
many of the tradi¬ 
tional boxes remained 
operational. 

A review of updat¬ 
ing the Panel Boxes 
by a more modern 
system using Regional 
Operating Centres was 
created nationally, with 
nine centres controlling 
the country’s rail system. 
The nearest one is at 
Cardiff Canton, respon¬ 
sible for controlling all 
rail movements in Wales.

America, several times. 

She said: “James texted me. 
And the way he phrased the text 
was: ‘ft’s James Corden here 
Mel, you may remember me.’ 

“1 just thought I was being 
trolled. I just completely ignored 
it. Then he rang and it was a 
weird number so I completely 
ignored it again. 

“ft was around the fourth time, 
he actually left a voicemail, and I 
finally realised it was him.” 

Joanna Page, the actress 
behind Stacey, also ignored Ruth 
Jones’ attempts to get in touch 
with her about the show’s festive 
special - even though her calls 
were coming from the UK. 

She said: “Ruth just got in 
touch with me on every form of 
social media, email, message, 
everything.

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Race against time saves feline 
family from freezing temperatures

A YEAR-OLD cat and her new¬ 
born litter of kittens have survived 
some of the coldest nights this year 
by taking shelter in a shed, with¬ 
standing temperatures below zero. 

The family of felines were diseovered 
hiding in a garden outbuilding in Neath by 
a member of the publie who called Cats 
Protection’s Bridgend Adoption Centre. 

The mother cat, now called Crystal, 
withstood freezing temperatures with her 
kittens, believed to be no more than a week 
old. 

One grey-and-white male kitten has been 
named Frosty along with three tortoise¬ 
shells called Snowdrop, Snowflake and 
Icicle. 

Volunteer Rachael Davies, who col¬ 
lected the cats, explained: “When I arrived 
I could see Frosty wasn’t as active as his 
sisters. He was freezing and there wasn’t 
much response from him so I initially put 


him inside my top so he could benefit from 
my warmth. 

“I collected the rest of the kittens and 
rushed them to the centre with Frosty 
wrapped in a towel on my car’s heated 
seats.” 

Crystal and the three tortoiseshell girls 
thrived once settled at the centre but despite 
vet treatment and two days’ emergency 
care. Frosty died. 

Deputy manager Teresa Blair, who was 
at the centre when the feline family arrived, 
said: “From the moment Crystal and the 
kittens arrived it was a real roller coaster 
of emotions. 

“She and her girls really benefitted from 
the warmth of the centre but nothing we 
tried seemed to help Frosty. 

“At one point our vet decided the quick¬ 
est way to save the tiny kitten was to warm 
him again using body heat so she placed 
him inside her clothing and then rushed 
him off to the vet practice to try to save 


his life. He rallied initially but just wasn’t 
strong enough after such a difficult start. 
It’s moments like this that really hammer 
home to us how vital it is to neuter cats as 
soon as possible. Crystal is so young, and 
we believe is likely to have had a number of 
other litters already. It’s truly amazing that 
any of them survived the bitter weather. We 
will of course make sure she and the kittens 
are neutered before they are homed.” 

Cats Protection is urging people to have 
their cats neutered to prevent situations 
where young cats like Crystal have litters in 
potentially fatal situations. For anyone with 
a low income, who is in receipt of certain 
means-tested benefits or full-time students 
living away from home. Cats Protection 
and RSPCA Cymru are running a £5 neu¬ 
tering campaign with details available from 
www.cats.org.uk/what-we-do/neutering/ 
neutering-campaigns/walescampaign or 
by calling 03000 12 12 12 and selecting 
option 2. 


Extra training for 
paramedics set to 
boost healthcare 


HEALTH 
Education and 
Improvement 
Wales has teamed 
up with the Welsh 
Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust to 
help paramedics 
become Advanced 
Paramedic 
Practitioner (APPs). 

APPs are registered 
paramedics who have 
undertaken additional 
training at university 
leading to a master’s 
qualification. 

The primary benefits 
are reducing the calls to 
the 999 system, to treat 
patients in the commu¬ 
nity, refer them to a GP 
or decide if they should 
go to hospital. 

They can administer 
a far greater range of 
medicines and manage 
more patients with com¬ 
plex care needs closer to 
home. 

The modem paramedic 
has distinctive abilities 
which play an important 
part in the transformation 
and delivery of primary 
care services in Wales. 

Following successful 
pilot schemes over the 
past 18 months, service 


providers have demon¬ 
strated the benefits of 
expanding the number of 
APPs in Wales. 

Support for a part-time 
MSc in advanced clinical 
practice has been in place 
for the past few years. 

This new funding is for 
a full-time programme 
and will allow APPs to 
qualify sooner and sup¬ 
plement those who have 
undertaken the part-time 
programme. 

A third of patients who 
were seen by APPs had 
their condition or con¬ 
cern addressed in their 
own home with one in 
five of them referred to 
an alternative pathway. 

Evidence reviewed 
by the National Institute 
for Health and Care 
Excellence shows that 
using APPs can reduce 
hospital admissions by 
13% compared with 
standard paramedics, 
which demonstrates the 
enhanced ability of the 
APP workforce and the 
benefit of developing and 
supporting staff in attain¬ 
ing clinical expertise. 

Stephen Griffiths, 
HEIW Nursing Director 
said: “This increase 
in training places for 


paramedics to become 
advanced practitioners 
in Wales is such a pos¬ 
itive step forward. The 
advanced training will 
enhance their current 
skills and provide career 
development to a valued 
workforce.

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Man was ‘bored’ in hospital - so he decided to

A LL ANT WIT MAJOR man who is being treated for 
myeloma recently completed a huge physical challenge 
because he was “bored” sitting around in hospital while 
he was being treated. 

Mark Jones, the former Wales and Great Britain Students team 
manager and assistant eoach, deeided to ‘paddle’ 1,000 miles around 
the Welsh coastline to raise money for Myeloma UK.. 

How? By using the handle paddle machine he installed at the 
University Hospital of Wales. 

He recently celebrated completing his ‘virtual’ journey with a sym¬ 
bolic homecoming at Llantwit Major beach where fellow members of 
the surfing community gathered to welcome with Mark and his family. 

Mark is a member of the Channel Coast Surf Club (CCSC) and 
fellow member Curtis Hancock told The GEM: “The challenge is 
typical of a man who has always led a very active lifestyle and who 
refuses to be beaten by the disease. Aged 49, Mark is an experienced 
sports teacher, was head of rugby at Coleg Cymoedd and played rugby 


union professionally before becoming a keen surfer. 

“In the summer of 2018, Mark’s world - a world which includes his 
wife and children - Rubyn, aged 13 and Isla, 12 - was turned upside 
down when he was diagnosed with a cancer normally associated with 
people much older. 

“Mark has been undergoing chemotherapy, tackling the illness head 
on. Refusing to let it get the better of him, Mark has trained every day 
to get himself in the best possible physical condition. 

“Mark recently went into hospital to undergo further treatment - a 
final blast of chemotherapy and a critical stem cell transplant proce¬ 
dure which involves harvesting the cells, cryogenically freezing and 
cleaning them, then reinstating them back into his body. “In between 
times, Mark’s immune system was completely wiped out and he was 
confined to a single room to avoid risk of infection.” 

“I’ve been lucky with the illness,” Mark insists, “it’s not made me 
too ill! 

“But this is the hardest thing I’ve ever done. The chemo makes 
me ill to make me better. I had no immune system so I couldn’t go 


anywhere. Any infection would have killed me. 

“My hospital roommate Steve had just been through the same thing. 
I was in tears as it broke my heart watching Steve suffer as his levels 
hit rock bottom from the chemo. But the support from the staff at 
UHW was incredible. 

“I can’t thank them enough. My wife works in the NHS too so I 
have first-hand experience of how amazing our health service is and 
the difference it can make to people’s lives. 

“Hospital is boring though. I wanted to stay active, so I bought 
myself a mini hand bike to get some exercise. Unfortunately, I slipped 
on my first night in hospital and my knee popped out. 

“So I put the bike on top of the bin and started pedalling with my 
hands. Then a conversation I had with a nurse gave me an idea for a 
challenge and the next thing I knew I was hand-cycling around the 
coast of Wales - virtually!” 

By the time Mark completed his challenge, he was able to come out 
of isolation, and met fellow CCSC members at Llantwit Major beach 
to celebrate!

In Wales, more than 70,000 older 
people will be eating dinner alone on 
Christmas Day this year while up to 
10,000 older people in Wales are soon 
to faee their first Christmas without 
their spouse. 

That is why Age Cymru and its part¬ 
ners are organising dozens of winter 
eelebrations throughout Wales as well 
as distributing Christmas gift boxes 
to hundreds of older people living in 
eare homes. 

Of eourse, loneliness and isolation 
is a year round issue for many older 
people. 

The charity’s research shows that 
100,000 people aged 65 and over in 
Wales speak to three or fewer people 
they know. 

When times get tough most of us 
can turn to a partner, relative or a close 
friend. 

Sadly this is not the case for many 
older people who have no one to turn 
to when they just don’t know what 
to do next; or no one to talk to when 
they’re feeling desperately lonely. 


Age Cymru Advice service responds 
to thousands of calls for help every 
year providing free and confidential 
advice in both English and Welsh. 

During the last financial year the 
Age Cymru Partnership supported 
more than 20,000 older people in 
Wales and helped older people claim 
more than £6.5 million in unclaimed 
benefits. 

Of course it’s important for older 
people to live a fulfilled and meaning¬ 
ful later life, which is why the charity 
organises a range of healthy ageing 
activities from Nordic Walking and 
Tai Chi to artistic and creative activ¬ 
ities the length and breadth of Wales. 

Age Cymru chief executive, Victoria 
Lloyd said: “Age Cymru wants to be 
there for everyone who finds them¬ 
selves in difficult situations or who 
are feeling lonely or troubled in the 
run up to Christmas. That’s why we 
are urging everyone to get involved in 
our No One Should Have No One To 
Turn To campaign, and donate to help 
us continue to be here for older people 
who literally have no one to turn to.”

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NFU board calls out Welsh 
Government on proposed 
all-Wales NVZ approach 


NFU Cymru’s Rural Affairs 
Board has criticised the Welsh 
Goverumeut ou its plaus aud 
approach to iutroduciug au all- 
Wales Nitrate Vuluerable Zoue 
(NVZ) from Jauuary 1, 2020. 

At its final meeting of the year, the board 
expressed dismay that over the eourse of 
the last 12 months Welsh Government 
has provided no further detail of the new 
regulations that farmers will be expeeted to 
eomply with in 2020. 

The Welsh Government proposals would 
see severe restrietions plaeed on every 
farming business in Wales ineluding slurry 
storage requirements; limiting the periods 
during whieh farmers ean apply slurry - a 
erueial nutrient for grass growth - onto 
their land; as well as preparing detailed 
plans and reeording keeping whieh will be 
subjeet to inspeetion. 

During the meeting, members raised 
serious eoneems about the openness and 
transpareney of Welsh Government’s 
approaeh in line with its obligations. 

NFU Cymru Rural Affairs Board 
ehairman Hedd Pugh said: “Welsh farm¬ 
ing is eurrently operating in a period of 
profound Brexit uneertainty. That Welsh 
Government has opted to eompound this 


uneertainty through its laek of openness 
and eommunication about proposed new 
regulations to the farming seetor is alarm¬ 
ing and has been a souree of signifieant 
eoneem to our members - eontributing 
eonsiderably to eurrent levels of stress and 
anxiety. 

“In faet, any farmer seeking out infor¬ 
mation on the detail of the new regulations 
would be hard pressed to find anything 
from Welsh Government. This has 
impaeted severely on the ability of farmers 
to understand or take steps to prepare for 
the draeonian new requirements. 

“NFU Cymru is elear that Welsh 
Government’s draft rules are a ‘eut and 
paste’ of the NVZ Aetion Plan applied 
to the whole of Wales. The union has 
submitted over 100 pages of evidenee to 
the Minister whieh underlines that a whole 
territory NVZ approaeh will not deliver 
water quality improvements, nor does this 
approaeh align with the prineiples of being 
evidenee-based, proportionate to the risk 
and targeted. Engagement with the avail¬ 
able evidenee or, indeed, the methodology 
required to apply the Nitrates Directive 
would simply not lead decision makers to a 
whole territory designation decision. 

“Farmers have been left bewildered that 


Welsh Government appears to have reached 
this conclusion. Whilst Welsh Government 
has challenged industry to provide evi¬ 
dence, Welsh Government remains less 
willing to provide the evidence that NVZs 
are needed on a pan-Wales basis and that 
such an approach will be effective in 
improving water quality. 

“Back in October the chairman of Natural 
England advocated a flexible approach 
to slurry spreading - a drastic contrast to 
the prescriptive closed dates framework 
being proposed by Welsh Government. 
We would be very interested in knowing 
the advice that Welsh Government has 
received from its own environmental reg¬ 
ulator, Natural Resources Wales, on this 
very important matter. 

“There can be no doubt that the threat 
of whole territory NVZ is weighing 
very heavily on farmers’ minds. Welsh 
Government must not proceed on the false 
assumption that whole territory NVZ will 
be effective in improving water quality. 

“NFU Cymru remains committed to 
working with all those with an interest in 
water quality to develop a proportionate 
framework that supports farmers to take 
action to improve water quality where it 
is needed.” 


Ramblers explore 
Ogmore and 
Southerndown 


ON a dry but overcast morn¬ 
ing and with a bitterly cold 
easterly wind, a group of 14 
keen walkers joined Geraint at 
Ogmore-by-Sea. 

Making their way towards the 
ruined Ogmore Castle, standing on 
flat land guarding a crossing point on 
the Ogmore River, they were relieved 
to shelter behind the ruined walls out 
of the icy blast, learning that the first 
castle on the site was built in 1116 by 
William de Londres, who had been 
granted the lordship of Ogmore in 
1093. 

The castle has an uneventful history 
regarding skirmishes and at one time 
it became the administrative justice 
centre for the Earls of Lancaster and 
contained a courtroom and a lime kiln. 
The substantial ruins are now in the 
care ofCADW. 

Journeying upwards onto Ogmore 
Down, which plays host to the High 
Brown Fritillary butterfly in season, 
the limestone heath is crossed by bridle 
paths and the Southerndown Golf Club 
graces its northern end. 

They enjoyed the lovely surround¬ 
ing views and, descending past St 
Bridget’s Church and entering St 
Bride’s Major, some pavement walk¬ 
ing led them to the delightful reed 
surrounded Pitcot Pool, or Pwll-y-Mer 
which supplied much needed water to 
the local community until piped water 
was installed in 1926. 

A series of stiles and gates led them 
south through meadows towards the 
coast and overlooking the headland 
of Trwyn y Witch, a descent through 
Pant y Slade led to a deviation along 
Tir Gofal permissive paths through the 


Dunraven Estate. 

Reaching the clifftop and gazing 
eastwards they were rewarded with 
stunning views across Traeth Bach and 
Mawr before heading into Dunraven 
walled garden in order to shelter from 
the wind during lunch break. 

Climbing from Dunraven Bay up 
onto the cliff top soon warmed them 
up, but they were glad of woolly hats, 
scarves, gloves and hoods as they 
tramped westwards along part of the 
Wales Coast Path with its grand view 
out over the Viking named Tusker 
Rock, which has claimed many lives 
and shipwrecks in the past. 

Re-joining the River Ogmore at its 
estuary with the Bristol Channel and 
heading inland, they welcomed the 
warmth of car heaters to thaw them out 
during the homeward journey. 

On December 14, meet 10am at 
Wenvoe Church for a seven-mile 
moderate walk to the historic Caerau 
Hillfort and the ruined St Mary’s 
Church; contact Sheila on 07932 523 
415.

Jurassic Park on four wheels

FOR this week’s review, I feel 
like I’m on the set of the new 
Jurassic World movie. 

The Ford Ranger ‘Raptor’ you see 
before you here is not only menaeing, 
it’s downright wonderful. I have always 
had a soft spot for the Land Rover 
Defender and I still do, but the ‘Raptor’ 
goes one step more in the looks depart¬ 
ment: having a vehicle with the words 
‘Raptor’ written down the side is pretty 
cool, as are the jacked-up suspension 
and the blacked-out windows. 

Plus wherever you park the ‘Raptor’, 
it turns heads. 

To be honest, I wish all vehicles of 
this type had funky names such as; 
the ‘Indominus rex’ or if we’re getting 
really crazy here, how about some 
real classic Jurassic Park predators 
such as the ‘Tyrannosaurus’ or the 
‘Velociraptor’. 

Power and Efficiency: 

THE Raptor version I had on test was 
fitted with a 2.0-litre EcoBlue - 213 PS 
diesel engine and a 10-speed automatic 
gearbox. 

Torque, well let’s just say it has more 
than enough grunt to keep you going 
(500Nm in fact). 

For those of you who want to know 
the combined fuel consumption? Well, 
let’s just say it was good (around 
36.6mpg). 

Plus the brilliant thing about owning 
a Ford Ranger ‘Raptor’ is that it will 
basically tow a ship or anything else 
that takes your fancy. 

Top speed - it will max out at around 
112mph. 

On the road: 

WELL, it’s basically a pickup truck 
on steroids so it acts just like a pickup 
truck, and you would think it’s slow 
- but it’s not actually - and of course 
it feels fast because you are up so 
high - which means everybody else 
looks small. 

The suspension setup is lovely and it 
doesn’t feel like a pickup at all. 



Actually it’s really refined, but still able to do all the off-road stuff you would 
expect a vehicle like this to do. 

Talking about off-road, I took the Raptor on quick field trip around the muddy 
roads and rivers where I live, and to my surprise it was brilliant. 

We have also had a lot of rain here recently, but that did not stop the Raptor making 
its way through enough mud that would make even a Land Rover Defender think 
twice. 

Interior & Technology: 

THE inside was kitted out very well, and here are some of the features you can expect 
to get as standard on the Ford Ranger Raptor including; LFnique 17” alloy wheels with 
all-terrain tyres. Unique Raptor front grille, widened front and rear wheel arches with 
150 mm wider track, aerodynamic sports hoop with integrated load box illumination, 
unique front and rear bumpers, front aluminium skid plate, FOX Pro shock absorbers 


with position-sensitive damping, front and rear ventilated disc brakes, four off-road 
tow hooks, strengthened alloy side steps, loadbox roller shutter and carry bars. 

Plus; Unique Raptor suede trim with heated and power-adjustable seats, perforated 
leather sports steering wheel with centre marker and Raptor logo, instrument panel 
cluster. Terrain Management System with six selectable drive modes, FordPass 
Connect onboard modem, SYNC 3 with 8” touchscreen and navigation. 

I can also tell you that the inside does not feel cheaply made either. 

Even the seating is brilliant and nothing like you would expect from a car with the 
words ‘workhorse’ in mind. 

To sum up: 

I REALLY was impressed by the new Ford Raptor; yes it may look like a pop star’s 
4X4 -but I’m telling you now - the new Raptor is the real deal - it’s a real ‘work¬ 
horse’ - buy it now! Total price inc. VAT ££47,874 (from).

Choose well this winter - get urgent 
advice and assurance quickly 


WINTER challenges put extra pressure 
on health and social services, and people 
are being urged to ‘Choose Well’ to access 
the right services first to get quicker 
advice or assurance when they or their 
families become unexpectedly unwell. 

The winter Choose Well campaign is encouraging 
people to make the right choices for non-emergency 
treatment. It forms part of Welsh Government 
support for NHS Wales and also includes providing 
an additional £30m for health boards, the ambulance 
service and local authorities to help them add com¬ 
munity-based, hospital bed and social care capacity 
in preparation for increased winter pressures. 

The Minister for Health and Social Services 
Vaughan Gething said: “Emergency departments 
and ambulance services have had their busiest year 


ever so far. Winter brings with it additional chal¬ 
lenges with cold and icy conditions, flu, increased 
hospital admissions for older people and more 
people using GP and urgent care services. 

“The pressures are actively felt by our staff as 
well as patients and their families. It is vital that we 
all make sure we choose the right health services for 
symptoms that are not life threatening. 

“Evidence suggests around one in five people who 
go to their local emergency department don’t need 
to be there. Choosing alternatives such as the online 
symptom checker and telephone services of NHS 
Direct Wales or visiting a local pharmacist means 
people are able to access advice and reassurance 
more quickly. 

“Professional health advice from a pharmacist can 
free up under-pressure frontline health workers in 
emergency departments to help the people who need 


them most. The majority of high street opticians can 
also provide advice and care for eye conditions; just 
look out for the NHS logo.” 

Welsh Government’s resilience planning has a 
focus on people who have chronic respiratory con¬ 
ditions. This includes extending an offer of a free flu 
vaccine to workers who provide home care, compli¬ 
menting the existing programme that provides free 
jabs to health workers, and which last year grew to 
include staff working in adult residential care and 
nursing home. 

As part of a national approach, the Emergency 
Department Wellbeing and Home Safe service, 
delivered by the British Red Cross, and the ‘Hospital 
to A Healthier Home’ service delivered by Care 
and Repair Cymru will continue to support staff, 
patients and their families over what we know will 
be another challenging winter.

WITH no game last week 
because of the Wales v 
Barbarians match in 
Cardiff, it was back to 
business for the Barry 
First XV last Saturday 
when they travelled to 
Ynysybwl RFC for an 
East Central Division 
One league match. 

In spite of the heavy rain in 
recent weeks, the playing sur¬ 
face was in good condition and 
ideal for open running rugby.

From 
the restart, Ynysybwl imme¬ 
diately set up another attack, 
moving the ball swiftly between 
their forwards and backs to 
score another try under the 
posts. With the conversion 
again successful, Barry were 
14-0 down after only five min¬ 
utes. Sadly, during this passage 
of play Barry’s hooker Dave 
Evans sustained a knee injury 
and had to leave the field to 
be replaced by Lucas Davies. 

Barry attempted to get their 
act together and began to set 
up a series of attacking moves. 
Through lack of concentration 
and possibly a bit of shell shock 
from the home side’s early tries, 
the ball was mishandled dur¬ 
ing one move, and Ynysybwl 
hacked the ball downfield. 
During this passage of play 
there was an opportunity to put 
the ball out of play but an air 
shot, or to be precise an air kick 
by one of the covering defend¬ 
ers, allowed the home side to 
pounce on the ball for their third 
try.

Barry supporters felt that 
Ynysybwl’s backs were prone 
to crossing, but this was only 
picked up once or twice by 
the referee. Barry’s first real 
chance of putting points on the 
board came close to half time 
when after one of these trans¬ 
gressions, Kyle Barros put in 
a long relieving kick of 40 or 
more yards from the penalty, 
finding touch 10 yards from the 
Ynysybwl line.

Barry Town fans get 
the jitters after 
faltering display

but Barry^s welsh Cup dream is over. 


WHILE not yet a winter of 
discontent, clouds of concern 
were forming over Jenner Park 
on Saturday, as a frustrated 
Barry Town slipped to a fifth 
defeat in six games to exit the 
JD Welsh Cup. 

For the second weekend, a single 
Newtown goal in the dying min¬ 
utes proved enough to sink Gavin 
Chesterfield’s side, in spite of a 
spate of ehanges that saw Kayne 
McLaggon, Jonathan Hood and 
Jordan Cotterill recalled to the start¬ 
ing line-up, in favour of Eli Phipps, 
Evan Press and Drew Fahiya.

As usual, Chris Hugh was a stand¬ 
out for Barry, sprinting to win a 
50/50 tackle in a moment that might 
well have set this volatile game 
into overdrive, had it been exeeuted 
without his dentist-like preeision. 

Nevertheless, for all their 
endeavour in the first two-thirds 
of the field, Barry were unable to 
create the calibre of chances up top 
to take the tie by the horns and on 
86 minutes, they were punished. 

It eame with almost an air of 
inevitability; Newtown eaptain 
Kieran Mills-Evans assuming the 
role of last week’s match-winner Ian 
Sheridan and breaking Barry hearts 
at the same Gladstone Road end. 

Newtown now hold the bragging 
rights to beating Barry three times at 
Jenner Park in a single calendar year. 

After enjoying sueh a vibrant start, 
it is diffieult to determine where 
things have gone wrong for Barry. 

To make matters worse, the next 
opponents for Chesterfield’s men 
are Cymru Premier champions The 
New Saints, who return to Jenner 
Park in the live Sgorio match 
this Friday night (8pm kick-off).
